MR. STIMPSON'S HORSE CAR. 


The experiment made on Saturday, 


with the Cur moved by horses travel- 
ling in it on u moving floor, was entire- 
ly satisfactory as to the mode of-apply- 
ing Horse power, so as to cause a great 
increase of velocity without increased 
exertion to the horses. 


The ingenious inventor has so con- 


structed his car, that the horses mo- 
ving it, by walking at the rate of two 
and a half miles per hour, propel the 
car at the rate of VII-TEKN miles per 
hour, evidently with as little fatigue as 
horses experience in ploughing, or tra- 
velling with u wagon conveying a mod- 
erate load. This rate of speed appears 
to us the medium, which may be used 
without injury to the horses. 
It may 


be increased on a level, or descending 
a rail-way free from short curves—and 
should be reduced in ascending on ve- 
ry crooked roads. 
II the use of horse 


power should be continued on our Rail 
Roads, such a mode of applying it 
would be important, indeed indispensa- 
ble for travelling at a greater medium 
speed than ten miles an hour.

me now to detail the circumstances 
which have convinced me of the exist- 
ence of vindictive personal hostility to 
me among some of the officers ol the 
Government near your person, and sup 
posed lo be in your special confidence, 
which has been particularly developed j 
within the last two weeks, Sc has final- | 
ly displayed itself in an attempt lo way- 
lay me on my way to the office yester- 
day, as I have reason to believe, for the 
purpose of assassination. 


If you have not already been appri- 


sed of these movements, yon may per- 
haps be surprised to learn that the per- 
sons concerned in them are the late Se- 
cretary of War and the acting Secretary 
of War; and that the Second Auditor 
of the Treasury, Register of the Trea- 
sury, and the Treasurer of the United 
States, were in their company ; and 
that the Treasurer's and Register's 
rooms, in the Imver part of ihe building 
of the Treasury Oeparimcnt, and also 
a grocery stoic between my lodgings 
and the office, were alternately occu- 
pied as their rendezvous while lying in 
wait—the former affording the best op- 
portunity for observing my approach. 
Apprised of these movements on my 
return from taking leave of some of my 
friends, I found myself obliged to arm, 
and, accompanied by my son and some 
other friends. 1 repaired to the office, 
to finish the business of the day. alter 
which I returned io my lodgings in the 
same company.

A P P E A L OF THE CIJEHOK.EES 


To Hie People of the U. States. 


AVhereas,it is incumbent upon us as 


citixens of the Cherokee Nation, indi- 
v i d u a l l y and collectively, to express to 
the people of the U. States our views 
in relation to the proceedings of the 
Executive of the General Government 
towards our people, and the arbitrary 
course of the State of Georgia in its as- 
sumption of jurisdiction over the Che- 
rokces, having for its primary object, 
the extinction of the Cherokee Nation 
as a distinct political community, it is 
therefore resolved by this meeting— 


1. That in recurrence to numerous 


treaties into which the U. Slates have 
entered w i t h the Cherokees, the United 
States, by treating with them in their 
national capacity, have recognized the 
right of the Cherokee nation to "govern 
itself," to "manage its own affairs," and 
to exercise powers as a sovereign Slate 
—consequently, Georgia, being a com- 
ponent partof'the U. Slates, exe'-cising 
jurisdiction over the Cherokees for ihe 
purpose of governing them with its 
laws, is a flagrant violation of, and in 
direct opposition to the promises for 
our protection stipulated in said trea- 
ties. 


2. That the Cherokees possess a two- 


fold right to this territory, natural and 
conventional—the former by immemo- 
rial occupancy—ihe latter by treaty 
guaranties of the U. Stales: and that 
the establishment of a military station 
by the State of Georgia, w i t h i n our ac- 
knowledged boundaries, for the pur- 
pose of arresting our civil officers, con- 
fining them in jails, and for the purpose 
of forcibly taking possession of our 
gold mines, is an invasion upon our 
territory, which the treaty of the 27th 
February, 1819, had secured and re- 
served to the Cherokees. 


3. Thai the survey of our territory, 


authorized by the late law of Georgia, 
into sectional districts, and now on the 
eve of completion, is a violation of the 
law of the U. Stales, cnaclecl in 1802, 
forbidding citizens of ihe U. States, un- 
der severe penalties, from entering into 
the Indian territories for the purpose 
of surveying or marking trees: that this 


law, 
being incorporated into the treaty 


of 1812, in order to afford to the Chero- 
kees permanent protection as intended 
by the parties to said treaty, has bec-n 
unconstitutionally, and lo Ihe injury of ihe 
people of this nation^ suspended by the 
present Chief Magistrate. 


4. That although the Supreme Court 


of the U. Stales has refused to grant a 
bill of injunction as prayed for by the 
Cherokee Nation, and although it can- 
not redress the past or future wrongs 
of ihe Cherokee Nation, yet, it is the o- 
pinion of this meeting, that so much of 
the opinion of said Court as has touch- 
ed upon the great point of controversy 
between the Stale of Georgia and the 
Cherokee Nation, is in favor of the lat- 
ter; that if the Cherokees are "a State, 
a distinct political society, separated 
from others, capable of managing its 
own affairs £c governing itself," it fol- 
lows that they are not subject to the 
laws of Georgia, and that the assump- 
tion of jurisdiction by that State over 
the Cherokee territory is an exercise 
of arbitrary power, in open violation of 
the supreme law of the land, interpre- 
ted and pronounced by the highest Ju- 
dicial Ti-ibunal of the Union. 


5. That the above decision of the Su- 


preme Court, namely, "that the Chero- 
kees are a -Slate," Sec. is binding on the 
President, who is to"iake care that the 
laws be faiihfuily executed," and on the 
people of the U. Suites ; therefore, we 
claim, as a Stale, the protection of this 
great Republic, and call upon the good 
cilizens thereof to use every lawful and 
consimitionu! effort, through their rc- 
presi-ni.-tives and Chief Mugislraie, lo 
giveefTect to she points decided by the 
Supreme Court, io revive the force of 
treaties, lo prnjec.i ihc liheriies of the 
Cherokee people, and to save them 
from iniolcrable oppression

MR. STIMPSON'S HORSE CAR. 


The experiment made on Saturday, 


with the Car moved by horses travel- 
ling in it on a moving floor, was entire- 
ly satisfactory as to the mode of apply- 
ing Horse power, so as to cause a great 
increase of velocity without increased 
exertion to the horses. 


The ingenious inventor has so con- 


structed his car, that the horses mo- 
ving it, by walking at the rate of two 
and a half miles per hour, propel the 
car at the rat« of FIFTEKN miles per 
hour, evidently with as little fatigue as 
horses experience in ploughing, or tra- 
velling with a wagon conveying a mod- 
erate load. This rate of speed appears 
to us the medium, which may be used 
without injury to the horses. 
It may 


be increased on a level, or descending 
a rail-way free from short curves—and 
should be reduced in ascending on ve- 
ry crooked roads. 
If the use of horse 


power should be continued on our Rail 
Roads, such a mode of applying it 
would be important, indeed indispensa- 
ble for travelling at a greater medium 
speed than ten miles an hour.

ture, between Messrs. Eaton and Ing- 
ham. appears in the Telegraph of last 
evening.

occur in the 


private relations of life, which make 
such appeals necessary. 
The merits 


of this controversy, like all others of a 
private nature, we shall leave to the de- 
cision of the public without any com- 
ment from us. 


"We are, however,requested to state, 


that the account given in the Telegraph 
of a collection o!' persons in the Trea- 
sury Department, with the view of ma- 
king a personal attack on Mr. Ingham, 
is utterly destitute of foundation. 


"We are further requested to state, 


that Major Eaton did, without any at- 
tendant whatever, seek a meeting with 
Mr. Ingham, having first sent him 
word of his intention—in which he 
failed, simply because the, object could 
not be effected without violating the 
sanctity of a private dwelling."

WASHINGTON-, 21st June, 1831. 


The President of the. United Stales: 


SIR : Before 1 leave the city, it seems 


to be due to the Government that I 
should perform a painful duty, imposed 
upon me by the events of the last forty- 
eight hours. 
It is not necessary for 


me now to detail the circumstances 
which have convinced me o( the exist- 
ence of vindictive personal hostility to 
me among some of the officers ol" the 
Government near your person, and sup 
posed to be in vour special confidence, 
which has been particularly developed 
within the last two weeks, & has final- 
ly displayed itsel! in an attempt to way- 
lay me on my way to the office yester- 
day, as I have reason to believe, for the 
purpose of assassination. 


If you have not already been appri- 


sed of these movements, you may per- 
haps be surprised lo learn lhal the per- 
sons concerned in them are the late Se- 
cretary of War and the acting Secretary 
of WaV; and that the Second Auditor 
of the Treasury. Register of the Trea- 
sury, and the Treasurer of ihe United 
States, were in iheir company ; and 
that the Treasurer's and Register's 
rooms, in the. lower part of the building 
of the Treasury Department, and also 
a grocery store between my lodgings 
and the office, were alternately occu- 
pied as their rendezvous while lying in 
wait—the former affording the best op- 
porluniiy for observing my approach.

ceive vour communication of ihis day, 
enclosing a copy of a letter to you from 
the late Secretary of the Treasury of 
the 21st instant, complaining of an at- 
tempt to way-lay him on the part of 
certain officers of ihe Government, for 
the purpose of assassination, and charg- 
ing me with being in their company, 
and my room in the Treasury with he- 
ing alternately occupied with other offi- 
cers as a rendezvous for them while ly- 
ing in wait. 
It might perhaps be suf- 


ficient for the purpose for which you 
have referred this communication to 
me, for me to apply to the charges a- 
gainst me, a simple and unqualified de- 
nial. 
They are entirely destitute of 


ihe least foundation in truth : but to 
show you more clearly how far I was 
from aiding or participating in any- 
thing connected with this matter com- 
plained of, 1 will beg your permission 
to add the following circumstances.— 
The hue Secretary of War, Major Ea- 
ton, never consulted me upon the sub- 
ject of his controversy with Mr. Ing- 
ham, nor did 1 even see him on the day 
in question, except in an accidental 
meeting of a few minutes. 
I never saw 


the correspondence between them until 
it appeared in the Telegraph, and al- 
though I had heard that a correspon- 
dence was going on which might re- 
sult in a personal conflict, I did not be- 
lieve it was likely to take place on thai 
day or even Ural Washington was to be 
ihe scene of it. 


Trusting lhat these facts and expla- 


naliona v. ill be entirely satisfactory to 
you, I cannot withhold the expression 
of my astonishment, that charges so 
wholly uncalled for and groundless, 
should have been made against me by 
a gentleman with whom I never had 
ihe least cause of quarrel, and wiih 
whom my official intercourse,since my 
entrance into the Treasury, hud uni- 
formly been of the most friendly char- 
acter.

MR. BLAIR : — I owe it to myself and 


to the cause of truth to solicit the. favoi 
of offering a few explanations through 
the Globe.

A P P E A L OF THE CIIEROKEES 


To the People of the (J. Stales. 


"Whereas,it is incumbent upon us as 


citizens of ihe Cherokee Nation, indi- 
vidually and collectively, lo express to 
the people of the U. States our views 
n relation to the proceedings of the 
l-'xecutive of the General Government 
owards our people, and the arbitrary 
course of ihe State of Georgia in its as- 
sumption of jurisdiction over ihe Che- 
rokees, having for its primary object, 
the extinction of the Cherokee Nation 
as a distinct political communUy, it is 
therefore resolved by this meeting— 


). Thai in recurrence lo numerous 


treaties into which the U. Stales have 
entered w i t h ihe Cherokees, the United 
States, by treating with them in their 
national capacity, have recognized the 
right of the Cherokee nation to "govern 
itself," to "manage its own affairs," and 
to exercise powers as a sovereign Stale 


consequently, Georgia, being a com- 


ponent partof'the U. States, exercising 
jurisdiction over the Cherokees for the 
purpose of governing them with its 
laws, is a flagrant \iolation of, and in 
direct opposition to the promises for 
our protection stipulated in said trea- 
ties. 


2. That the Cherokees possess a two- 


fold right to this territory, natural and 
conventional—the former by immemo- 
rial occupancy—-the latter by treaty 
guaranties of the U. States: and that 
the establishmrnl of a military station 
by the State of Georgia, w i t h i n our ac- 
knowledged boundaries, for the pur- 
pose of arresting our civil officers, con- 
fining them in jails, and for the purpose 
of forcibly taking possession of our 
gold mines, is an invasion upon our 
territory, which Ihe treaty of the 27lh 
February, 1819, had secured and re- 
served to the Cherokees. 


3. Thai the survey of our territory, 


authorized by the late law of Georgia, 
into sectional districts, and now on the 
eve of completion, is a violation of the 
law of the U. Stales, enacted in 1802, 
forbidding citizens of the U.Staies^un- 
dei-severe penalties, from entering into 
the Indian territories for the purpose 
of surveying or marking trees: that this 
law, being incorporated into the treaty 
of 1812, in order to afford to the Chero- 
kees permanent protection as intended 
by the parties to said treaty, has bee.n 
unconstitutionally, and to Ihe injury of the 
•people of tliis nation, suspended by the 
present Chief Magistrate. • 


4. That although the Supreme Court 


of the U. States has refused to grant a 
bill of injunction as prayed for by the 
Cherokee Nalion. and although it can- 
not redress the past or future wrongs 
of the Cherokee Nalion, yel, it is the o- 
pinion of this meeting, that so much of 
the opinion of said Court as has touch- 
ed upon the great point of controversy 
between the State of Ge'orgia and the 
Cherokee Nalion, is in favor of the lat- 
ter ; thai if the Cherokees are "a Slate, 
a distinct political society, separated 
from others, capable of managing its 
own affairs 8c governing itself." it fol- 
lows that they are not subject to the 
laws of Georgia, and that the assump- 
tion of jurisdiction by thai Stale over 
the Cherokee lerriiory is an exercise 
of arbitrary power, in open violation of 
Ihe supreme law of ihe land, interpre- 
ted and pronounced by ihe highest Ju- 
dicial Tribunal of the Union. 


5. That thr abo\e. derision of the Su- 


preme Court, namely, "lhal the Chero- 
kees are a Stale,"' kc. is binding on ihe 
President who is lo "lake care lhal ihe 
laws be faiihfully executed," and on the 
people of the U. Slates ; therefore, we 
claim, as a Slale. ihe proieclion of ibis 
yreal Republic, and call upon the good 
citizens thereof to use every lawful and 
cons'muiotuil effort, through iheir re- 
present...^-^ and Chief Mayisiraie, lo 
givei-fiect to ihe poinls decided by the 
Supreme Court, to revive the force of 
n-eaties, lo prnlecl the liberties of ihe 
Cherokee poodle, and to save them 
fr'iin intolerable oppression
